HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Art in Decoration. Illusions in the color- 
ing or painting of surfaces are quite within the 
.legitimate scope of decoration ; for the appeal 
in art is not merely to the eyes, but to the fancy 
and imagination. The most effective decora- 
tive patterns are often merely suggestive, and 
stop short of the full representation of the 
object, often by diversion of the form, as in 
the change of a branch into a scroll. 

Chasing' and repousse work. No cast- 
ings finished by the chaser in gold and silver 
have yet reached the same excellence as 
repousse" work ; but where solidity is required, 
and the design is not too detailed and elaborate, 
chased work may be exquisitely rendered, with 
the advantage that relief may be obtained by 
burnished, colored and matted work. 

"Wax for polishing 1 floors. Boil in water 
12 1-2 pounds yellow wax, rasped, and 6 pounds 
pearl-ash ; stir well, and when effervescence 
ceases, add 6 pounds dry yellow ochre ; then 
pour into a tin. For use, add 5 pints boiling 
water; stir well, and apply while hot; after- 
wards polish with large brush, and wipe with 
coarse woolen cloth. 

The comparative cheapness of bronze 
castings is very remarkable, seeing that they 
are all cast in metal moulds, which are exceed- 
ingly costly. In casting those which present 
merely a shell, the greater part of the fused 
metal is poured out from the mould, only so 
much being left as attaches itself to the sand. 

Any name, monogram or device may be 
cut on glass by applying to the surface warm 
white wax by means of a camel-hair pencil, 
then sketching the same on the wax, so as to 
penetrate the film, with a sharp-pointed instru- 
ment, and covering the same with hydrofluoric 
acid, which will eat into the glass. 

"We see in many instances ah approach to 
medieval taste in blending rich textiles with 
choice articles of bric-a-brac to enhance their 
colors and multiply shades. Even simulated 
ribbon ties on ceramic vases, or drapery of 
same partially thrown across them, have a 
sound artistic purpose. 

Exquisite, tray covers and doylies of flax 
and silk are shown ; the silk woven up on one 
side to form a satin surface, and the linen form- 
ing the damask flowers. The prettiest are of 
yellow-gold satin, fringed with fine silk 
strands ; others are r^d, pale blue or pink.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Altering a pattern. The difficulty in 
enlarging or reducing it, is to maintain the same 
scale of parts. The following is the method : 
Rule the engraved pattern with a number of 
colored lines at equal distances, both horizon- 
tal and perpendicular, until it is covered with 
squares ; the size of these squares must be 
determined by the intricacy of the design and 
the skill of the draughtsman ; then outline on 
a sheet of paper a square, which will enclose 
the intended size of the work, and cover it 
with the same number of squares, measuring 
off with the compass the distances at which the 
lines are to be drawn ; now copy the design, 
taking care that each part shall come into the 
corresponding square of the drawing. 

Japanese metal decoration. The Japan- 
ese produce damascened metal plate by placing 
30 to 40 sheets of gold, silver, copper, etc., on 
each other, soldering them together by the 
edges, and piercing them by different-shaped 
tools ; they are then hammered and rolled till 
the holes disappear in the extended leaves. 
The result is an incalculable quantity of 
straight, broken and oblique lines, which do 
not cross one another, and are distinguished by 
a variety of hues which may be still further 
increased by acid solutions. 

A lost art. Occasionally there are to 
be met with beautiful applications of transpajr 
ent enamel. In setting it up after the manner 
of stained glass, the pieces have been joined 
by firing, or by means of some all-but-imper- 
ceptible vitrified substance; but these rare 
examples do not admit of being traced, and the 
process, which is thought to have been aided 
by introducing a false back, afterwards re- 
moved, is to be ranked as a lost art. 

Wall paper. Designs for wall papers 
brought out for the coming season are warmly 
welcomed by decorators. The patterns being 
small, in soft colors, and on delicately-tinted 
grounds, are easier to match with furnishings. 
Irregularly projected stratas of color, formed 
of clusters of unequal lines, appear in not a 
few patterns. 

Kensington crepe forms the ground of a 
small table-scarf, on which are embroidered in 
colored silks outline disks irregularly grouped; 
some Inclose geometric ornaments, others a 
spray of blossoms.

To make translucent paper. Take a nega- 
tive on the paper and pin it, paper side up, on 
a board. Apply butter (cold) all over it, with 
the fingers ; put on plenty. Then hold the nega- 
tive ovei a paraffine stove, with the flame turned 
low. The butter will at once begin to melt. 
While it is melting, hold it in the left hand, and 
with the fingers of the right keep the melting 
butter moving over the less greased portions, 
and with the left hand move the negative about. 
Continue till an even surface is obtained, which 
will be in about five minutes or less, depending 
upon the size of the negative. Then lay, paper 
side still up, on a board or cloth, and, while 
warm, rub off the surplus butter with tufts of 
cotton wool ; it will probably be necessary to 
rewarm the negative several times during this 
operation. Should any butter, by chance, get 
on the film side of the negative, warm it and 
rub it with cotton wool, and it will at once 
come off. Give a final rub with cotton wool 
dipped in alcohol, and the negative is ready to 
print from, and has a fine ground-glass appear- 
ance.— J". VMe, Photo. News. 

Marquetry. It would be well for furniture 
manufacturers who apply marquetry to furni- 
ture to seek out ancient specimens which dis- 
play far more artistic skill than any work now 
produced in this country, England, or on the 
Continent; the beauty of the old work lying in 
the charming feeling for color and tender- 
ness of treatment. -Still there is evidence of 
an improvement, particularly in the disappear- 
ance of gaudy contrasts. The materials to 
be used in the best marquetry are lime, holly, 
box, maple, beech, poplar, for white ; lignum- 
vitae, walnut, teak, partridge wood, for brown : 
fustic and satinwood for yellow; tulip, purple- 
wood, amboyna, mahogany, logwood, cam- 
wood for red ; ebony, or stained wood for 
black. Greens and blues are stained with 
metallic dyes. The finest of the old work are 
studies in brown and white. Red and dyed 
woods were used sparingly. 

An ingenious Japanese has discovered a 
process of. making paper from seaweed. It is 
thick in texture, yet sufficiently transparent to 
be substituted for window glass. When col- 
ored, it makes an excellent imitation of stained 
glass.

New setting: of photographs. We were 
lately reminded of the saying of a great artist 
that in nature, light and shade are always in 
motion by the production of an ingenious 
maker of watch movements who has furnished 
a mantel clock with two pendulums, which 
cross each other in opposing directions, the 
disk of each being a photographic head and bust 
set in gold. The effect of the motion thus im- 
parted is certainly pleasing, and, optically 
speaking, partially removes the photographs 
out of the category of " still life." 

The Spanish galleon with high mounted 
stern, which served its day and was glorified in 
Spanish ballads with 

" Sails of silk and masts of cedar, 
Poop and stern of beaten gold." 
is now modeled in porcelain and freighted 
with flowers as a table ornament. 

A very fine specimen of Persian cloisonne 
has a border of bright colors running in foliage, 
the ground is a rosy gray, strewn with de- 
tached metal figures, appearing like clouds. In 
the center is a bird perching on flowering 
branches. 

Gold-powder brushes. Brushes used for 
applying powdered gold must not be touched 
with color ; if so they must be discarded as use- 
less for further work. They are not to be 
cleaned, as this would waste the adhering 
gold. 

Handsome office and room desks are now 
combined with concealed washstand, water 
tank and waste receptacle. The tank is above 
the desk shelf, beneath which is a marble 
slab with sunk marble basin. 

A plea would now seem to be valid that 
introduces rich burnished copper into orna- 
ments. Thus a miniature coffee pot of this 
metal is made to serve as a wax lamp, the wick 
emerging from the spout. 

It may be profitable to those who paint 
flowers, even in conventionalized forms, to re- 
call the fact that there are those which have 
double varieties and that the two forms would 
go well together.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

Harmony of color can only be produced 
by contrast, but all contrast is not harmony. 
Harmony is an agreeable contrast, that is, pleas- 
ing to the eye, as a chord is to the ear 
in music. No positive rules can be laid down 
for the harmony of contrasts. It appears to 
depend very much upon what is called "an 
eye for color." Mr. J. G, Crace says, that 
"an experienced 'artist can bring any two 
colors together." He, however, has given the 
following useful list of agreeable contrasts : 

1. Black and warm brown. 

2. Violet and pale green. 

3. Violet and light rose-color. 

4. Deep blue and golden brown. 

5. Chocolate and bright blue. 

6. Deep red and grey. 

7. Maroon and warm green. 

8. Deep blue and piak. 

9. Chocolate and pea green. 

10. Maroon and deep blue. 

11. Claret and buff. 

12. Black and warm green. — Decorators' 
Gazette, London, 

Colors on decorated pottery. White is not 
a color, but when wanted on colored pottery it 
is procured by an enamel prepared with the 
oxide of tiu. Light yellow requires the oxides 
of lead and murcury. Orange will require the 
same with the addition of deutoxide of iron. 
The iron of peroxide of same metal will give 
a golden buff. Sulphate of iron yields a red, 
the shades from orange red to a deep purple- 
brown depending on the intensity of the Ore. 
Finks, purples and crimsons are made by a weak 
solution of tin and chloride of gold. Dark blue 
is a triple silicate of cobalt, which is converted 
into a light blue by an admixture of white 
oxide of zinc. Green oxide of chrome is the 
base of all greens ; the tint is modified by 
cabalt for the blue-greens and antimony for 
the yellow-greens. Chromate of iron Is the 
base of all brown ; the best black is made from 
the oxide of iridium. The colors are combined 
In firing with fluxes. 

A perfectly black paint for brass tubes. 
Take two grains of lampblack, put into any 
smooth, shallow dish, such as a saucer or small 
butter plate, add a little gold size, and thorough- 
ly mix the two together. Just enough gold size 
should be used to hold the lampblack together. 
About three drops of such 6ize as may be had 
by dipping the point of a lead pencil about 
half an inch into the gold size will be found 
right for the above quantity of lampblack ; it 
should be added a drop at a time, however. 
After the lampblack and size are thoroughly 
mixed and worked, add twenty-four drops of 
turpentine, and again mix and work. It is 
then ready for use. Apply it thin with a 
camel's hair brush, and when it is thoroughly 
dry the articles will have as fine a dead black 
as they did when they came from the optician's 
hands. 

An improved lead-headed nail, for use in 
putting on corrugated iron roofs, has made its 
appearance in the market. The shank of the 
nail is round and sufficiently sharp at the points 
to enter the wood readily, and may be driven 
home in the usual way. The head flattens 
under the blows of the hammer, or a punch 
may be used which will give it a conical head. 
The lead of the head comes in contact with the 
sheet-iron in such a way as to lessen the chance 
of leaking. 

Engravings may be transferred to white 
paper as follows : Place the engraving a few 
seconds over the vapor of iodine. Dip a slip 
of white paper in a week solution of starch, and 
when dry in a weak solution of oil of vitriol. 
When again dry, lay a slip upon the engraving 
and place both for a few minutes under a press. 
The engraving will be reproduced in all its deli- 
cacy and finish. Lithographs and printed 
matter cannot be so transferred with equal 
success. 

Glazing: consists in passing some trans- 
parent pigment of the tone desired over a 
whole surface of tints, so as to break them, and 
thus with the same color producing the affinities 
required, 

■White spots upon varnished furniture will 
disappear if you hold a hot plate from the stove 
over them.

HINTS AND NOTIONS. 

_*— 

A receipt for a brilliant black varnish for 
cooking and gasoline stove: Asphaltum, 2 
pounds ; boiled linseed oil, 1 pint; oil of turpen- 
tine, 2 quarts. Fuse the asphaltum in an iron 
pot, boil the linseed oil and add while hot ; stir 
well and remove from the fire. When partially 
cooled, add the oil of turpentine. Some makers 
add driers. 

Cement that will stand fire and not wash or 
crumble out : Use a cement made as follows : 
Cast-iron borings, 10 pounds; red lead,l pound ; 
alum, one-half pound ; lime, 5 pounds ; sal-am- 
moniac, 2 oz. Dissolve the alum and sal-am- 
moniac in a small quantity of hot water and 
mix in the other Ingredients. 

To etch, steel, such as cutters perform in 
transferring pictures and monograms upon 
razors and knives : Cover all the parts not re- 
quired to be etched with beeswax, or cover 
the whole with beeswax, and then make your 
lines through to the steel ; then dip in dilute 
nitric acid. 

A good cement for metal tin* is used for 
holding kerosene: Boil three parts of resin 
and one of caustic soda in five of water. This 
composition forms a soap which when mixed 
with half its weight of plaster .of Paris sets 
firmly in about three-quarters of an hour. 

The best and quickest wa y teo dip brass 
and dry it after rinsing, so as to retain its bright 
color, is to wash in hot soapsuds with a, soil 
brush, rinse in clean hot water and dry in saw- 
dust. Boxwood sawdust is best. B each, maple 
or white pine will do. 

It really seems to us not worth the while 
to decorate rooms with the intention, of making 
them look higher or broader or long er. Decora- 
tion should be carried out for itself alone and 
with reference to more esthetic considera- 
tions. 

Geometrical tracery correponds to nature 
in showing both intricacy and beauty of line, 
for nature ha& both. All that is required in 
the coloring is that it should give a pleasant 
general impression. 

Dipping mixture. Brass or metal goods 
may be cleaned of their oxides by being dipped 
into a cold solution of oil of vitriol, 5 parts ; 
nitric acid, 2 1-2 parts; spirits of salts, 2 
drachms. 

To protect the polish of metals. Melt 
1 part by weight of best wax paraffin and 
when sufficiently cooled add 3 p.arts of petro- 
leum. Apply a thin fUm with a so ft brush. 

A paint composed of black lead, lamp- 
black and boiled l'inseed oil, wlich can be 
made to suit as to proportions, mi <kes a good 
durable paint for steam pipes. 

To anneal old saw blades, hex t carefully 
in a forge, fire to a dull red heat, and while 
hot imbue in wood ashes or air-sl* eked lime 
until cold. 

The cheapest furniture polish fis ■& mixture 
of linseed oil and turpentine, laid on in a thin 
coat, rubbed off with a soft cloth ancf. jpolished. 

Even vagaries of ornament 1 lav e their 
usefulness in providing new comb) nations of 
color and of shade. 

To soften brass work, heat it r< jd hot and 
cool suddenly by plunging in cold w ater.
